AFFAIRS AT THE COPYRIGHT BUREAU, 


| 
| 
THE separation of the Copyright Bureau 
from the work of the Library of Congress and 
its administration as a distinct department un- 
der skilled supervision, has resulted, as was to 
be expected, in many changes for the better in 
method and in plan. On an average about 
60,000 copyrights are issued every year, and as 
heretofore the methods of recording and ac- 
counting for this mass of material have been 
primitive and chaotic in the extreme, it will be 
seen that the reorganization of the department 
is no easy task. Indeed, the first efforts of Mr. 
Solberg, the newly-appointed Register of Copy- 
rights, have been directed almost wholly to 
putting the Bureau upon a business basis, and 
in this work it has been necessary to begin at 
first principles. The services of an expert ac- 
countant from the Treasury Department were 
secured, to aid in devising an adequate system 
of accounting for the copyright fees, such as 
should meet all the requirements of that depart- 
ment, and the bookkeeping department of the 
|

Bureau has been made thorough and systematic, 
so that each month (as required by law) a com- 
plete account of the copyrights issued will be 
reported to the Treasury Department, together 
“with a stringent accounting for all sums handled. 

An important step toward the establishment 
of a business routine is the regulation that to 
all persons sending a remittance to the Copy- 
right Bureau an acknowledgment shall be sent 
on the day of receipt. Special efforts are also 
made to have applications attended to on the 
day on which they reach the office, and to clear 
up doubtful applications as promptly as possible, 
refunding, at the earliest possible date, money 
sent with applications that prove to be defective. 
In regard to applications, the validity of which 
may be questioned, Mr. Solberg has expressed 
his sincere desire to give all applicants the 
benefit of any reasonable doubt. This detail of 
the work is one of special difficulty, owing to 
the fact that no records or copies of previous 


| decisions have been kept, and the rulings here- 


tofore made have varied so greatly that it is 
not easy to determine definitely what the prac- 
tice of the Bureau has been, or to avoid revers- 
ing previous decisions. Improvements in the 
arrangement and matter of the weekly ‘‘ Cata-

EARLY PRINTING IN SPAIN AND 
PORTUGAL. 


THE London Bibliographical Society has re- 
cently published, in their series of /dlustrated 
Monographs, Konrad Haebler’s ‘‘ The Early 
Printers of Spain and Portugal,” a work of 
interest to the bibliographer and the student 
of the history of typography and of the 
early book trade. Dr. Haebler demonstrates 
to his own satisfaction that two-thirds of the 
early printers in the Peninsula were for- 
eigners—that is, Germans or Flemings—and 
that five-sixths of the books printed before 1500 
were due to their industry. As tothe subjects 
of these books, Dr. Haebier gives some curious 
Statistics. Nearly one-half (217 out of 446) 
come under che head of theology, and thirty- 
three others belong to more or less theological 
philosophy ; law claimed forty-five; history and 
historical romance thirty-three ; romances and 
poems filled sixty volumes; of grammatical 
works there were twenty-nine, of medical fif- 
teen, while the remaining fourteen books were 
divided between music, geography, mathe- 
matics and heraldry. Obviously Dr. Haebler's 
heading ‘‘theology,” includes not only theo- 
logical treatises, but liturgies, devotional 
works, and even indulgences, and when this 
is remembered the distribution of subjects 
seems fairly representative of fifteenth century 
interests. As was the case in most countries, 
notably in England, classical works were as a 
rule imported from Italy, and only printed at 
home in translations, more or less free; but 
the ‘‘ Bucolica”’ of Virgil, the ‘‘ Kellum Galli- 
cum” of Czsar, and the ‘‘ Bellum lugur- 
thinum”’ of Sallust, were published in Latin. 
The two most popular books of the century ap- 
pear to have been the ‘‘ Coplas de Vita Christi,” 
which went through six different editions, and 
the ‘‘Cronica de Espafia” of Valera, which 
went through seven. Of the outward form in 
which Spanish books were printed at this time 
the thirty three plates in Dr. Haebler’s mono- 
graph give a good idea, though they naturally 
exaggerate the extent to which the early print- 
ers indulged in illustrations and decorative 
borders and initials. Many of the cuts, it may 
be noted, were plainly copied from the coutem- 
porary books of Italy, France, and Germany ; 
but the use of soft metal for engraving, instead 
of wood, was unusually common in.Spain, and 
the work executed there on this material is 
quite individual and unlike the metal cuts of 
any othercountry. Asin France, the earliest 
books of all, those printed by Palmart at Va- 
lencia, from 1474 to 1477, are in Roman type, 
but with the exception of a few issued quite at 
the end of the century, all the other Sp:nish 
incunabu/a are in black letter of a rather heavy 
character, but for the most part well cut and 
well printed—qualities which Spanish books 
retained till the middle of the sixteenth cen- 
tury. Dr. Haebler, except in the case of books 
printed by a few famous firms, does not follow 
his subject as far as this, but for books pub- 
lished during the fifteenth ceetury his mono- 
graph will be found very useful. In its first 
section he gives an exhaustive discussion of 
the history of all the fifteenth century printers 
(excluding the Jewish printers of Hebrew) in 
the chronological order in which they began 
work, and this is followed by a bibliography, 
similarly arranged, of the books they are known 
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to have published. To each entry is appended 
notes as to the libraries in which copies of the 
book exist, and references to the descriptions 
given by Mendez and in the repertorium of 
Hain. Of books hitherto undescribed a full col- 
lation is generally added, with the name of the 
informant responsible for its accuracy, and two 
indexes, one of printers, publishers, and cor- 
rectors of the press, the other of authors and 
their books, complete the monograph. 


THE FIRST FOLIO OF SHAKESPEARE. 


HOLCOMBE INGLEBY has compiled for Wotes 
and Queries an interesting list of the copies of 
the first folio of Shakespeare which can be 
traced to-day. Mr. Ingleby surmises thatthere 
are many more copies than the forty-five he 
enumerates, but bibliographical students will 
be glad of his present table, whether it is final 
or not. Itis at any rate on the way to finality, 
and it would be interesting if it provoked stu- 
dents everywhere to send to Noles and Querics 
such information as might lead to the making 
of a second and longer list.

BOOK PUBLISHING BY STEAM. 


THE important part that machinery plays in 
the production of books in this country is 
graphically set forth in a recent issue of the 
St. Louis Globe- Democrat. A Western publish- 
ing house agreed to fill an order for 2000 cop- 
ies of acloth-bound twelvemo book of 350 pages 
in three days. The type was set by machinery 
for the entire 350 pages before work stopped 
Monday night. Electrotype plates were made 
so rapidly that on Tuesday morning several 
printing-presses were set in motion. In the 
meantime covers were made in the bindery, 
and by Wednesday morning the binders had 
the book inhand. Twothousand volumes were 
completed that day, and the edition of 10,000 
was entirely out of the way before Saturday 
night. 





SELLING BOOKS BY POST. 


A FRENCH trade review has solved the prob- 
lem of the superiority of the German book 
trade over that of other countries, ‘The secret 
lies, it says, in the co-operation of the postal 
service. It isthe custom inGermany for book- 
sellers to circulate among the public postal- 
cards of special design, which, being inscribed 
with the name and address of a would-be pur- 
chaser, and with the title of a work, may be 
mailed for the modest sum of about half a cent. 
The bookseller, upon receipt of this card, con- 
signs the book required to the postal authori- 
ties, who, for a very small amount, deliver the 
book, receive its price from the purchaser, and 
forward the money tothe bookseller. It is said 
that for the sum of about 2} cents an ordinary 
volume may be sent from one end of Germany 
to the other. 





NOTES ON AUTHORS. 


PROF. HERMANN EDMUND VON HOoL.stT, of the 
University of Chicago, became an American 
citizen September 30. Prof. von Holst is a 
native of the Province of Lithuania, Russia. 


Sir JOSEPH HOOKER, after fifty years’ labor, 
has just brought to a conclusion his work on 
the ‘‘ Flora of British India.” The entire work, 
published by L. Reeve & Co., London, will 
consist of seven octavo volumes, averaging 775 
pages each, including the general index of 
about 42,000 names. 


Mrs. Morris has given up Kelmscott House, 
Hammersmith, and the lease has been taken 
over by H.C. Marillier. Besides the interest 
conferred upon Kelmscott House by Mr. Morris, 
who made it the central scene of his Utopia in 
‘‘News from Nowhere,” and erected his presses 
next door, there is an older legend attached to 
it. Sir Francis Ronalds, one of the pioneers 
of electric telegraphy, lived there and built 
what was practically the first experimental long 
line, carrying several miles of wire up and 
down the spacious garden, which is one of the 
principal charms of the estate. Of the art 
treasures and personal relics accumulated at 
Kelmscott House, the London Academy says, 
‘‘a very few will be allowed to remain. The 
handsome Persian carpet which used to hang 
aS a canopy in the dining-room has been 
bought by the South Kensington Museum for 
£200, and the valuable Rossettis will probably 
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be lent by Mrs. Morris to one or other of the 
national collections.” The Kelmscott Press, as 
previously announced, will be wound up by the 
executors as soon as the works now in hand 
are completed. As for Mr. Morris’s magnifi- 
cent library, that. has already been sold at a 
very high figure to a purchaser whose name is 
to remain a secret. ‘‘ The Hindering Flood,” 
the last romance written by William Morris, 
will shortly be published. Three hundred 
copies at the subscription price of two guineas, 
and ten on vellum at ten guineas, are to be 
printed. A complete set of the Kelmscott Press 
publications numbers forty-nine volumes, and 
is now priced at £650. 





OBITUARY NOTES. 


FRANK HENRY BETTS, junior partner of the 
firm of Hayes & Betts, booksellers of Bridge- 
port, Conn., died in that city September 14. 
He was born in Bridgeport in 1853, and in 
1885, with Mr. Hayes, formed the firm with 
which he was.connected at the time of his 
death. 


Pror. FRANCIS WILLIAM NEWMAN, the phi- 
losopher and author of ‘‘ Phases of Faith,” 
‘‘Christianity in Its Cradle,” ‘‘ A History of 
the Hebrew Monarchy,” etc., died in London, 
October 5. He wasa younger brother of the 
late Cardinal Newman, and was born in Lon- 
don in 1805. He was for seventeen years pro- 
fessor of Latin in the University of London. 
Prof. Newman took an active interest in all 
the social movements of recent years, and also 
wrote and lectured extensively on the subordi- 
nate questions of vivisection, temperance, and 
vegetarianism. 


Moses H. SARGENT, whose retirement from 
businéss we noted a short time ago, died in 
Newburyport, Mass., September 13. Mr. Sar- 
gent was born in Newburyport, and began his 
business career as clerk in a book-store. He 
went into business on his own account when he 
was twenty. Seven years later he became 
agent and treasurer of the Massachusetts Sab- 
bath School Society in Boston, a position he 
held for twenty-five years. In 1877 he went to 
California for his health, and returning to Bos- 
ton opened a book-store on Bromfield Street. 
Again he had to travel for his health, and 
finally, in 1882, he established himself in the 
book business in Newburyport. Mr. Sargent 
was well known throughout New England as a 
preacher.. For several years he was a trustee 
of the Massachusetts Reform School.

This is 
furnished with rug, chairs, and table, on which 
is pen, ink, and paper, and a picture or two 
adorn the wall. It is tangible evidence of the 
hospitality of the senior partner, whose ex- 
plation of its purposes ran about as follows: 
‘* Here you can sit down and rest, write a let- 
ter, read the paper, chat with a friend, look 
over a book, wait for your trolley or train, or 
appoint it as a meeting-place with a friend, 
anything you choose, it’s free.”

between them and the first authorized folio 
edition, can be at once and most simply ex- 
plained by the defects of that stenographic 
System and the indexterity of the stenogra- 
phers of that time.
